Great American Innovator has not 
ereated any really new departures, 
though ‘his treatments an’ 
ideas in putting together “found 
objects” are highly original, care- 
one considered and evel elegant. 
The second surprise ts that des- 
pite his use of the most vulgar 
materials (1.6. junk) his works are 
fairly conventional in that they 
conform to all the classical prin- 
dples of balancing masses, shapes, 
textures and colours. 
Rauschenberg is somewhat un- 
fairly considered to be one of the 
fathers of American pop art, partly 
because in 1962 ‘he won the Firat 


Prize at the Venice Bienniale, the 
year that the American pavilion 
included paintings and vbjects by 
Jasper Johns and Claes Oldenburg, 
whose pop works took Hurope by 
storm: and partly because he then 
used ailk-sereen newspaper photos 
and actual coke bottles in some of 
his canvases. But his work ls more of 
a combination of dadaist collage and 
classical abstract composition than 
pop. He himself abhors labels ut re- 
yealingly saya that, among other 
things, he might be found on the 
last page of a book on Kurt Schwitt- 
ers (the great German pioneer of 


assemblage painting). 


Rauschenburg, 49, owes a great 
acknowledged debt, oddly enough, to 
that master of minimal hard-edge 
abstraction, Josef ‘Albers, his teach- 
er at Black Mountain College. Albers 
fled to the U.S. from Hitler's Ger- 
many, bringing with him not only 
tds famous colour theories but all 
the Bauhaus lore of utliizing collage 
and found objects (the U.S. redis- 
covered Schwitters much later), in 
effect becoming an important link 
, between Hlurope and the U.S. and 
the father of several new genera~ 
tions of American artists feeding on 
and transforming Hluropean experl- 
mental traditions. In one of 
Rauschenberg'a elegant collage can- 
vases here there ds a yellow-on- 
white rectangle that seems simple 
homage to Albers (and which
